I mave the bonor to submit the annual report on the administration of the Road Cess 
Department for the year 1876-77, as also the accounts, which have been scrutinized and audited 
by a Sub-Committee of three members, as required by Section 88 of the Road Cess Act, - 
42. The Act came into actual operation in this district on let October 1874. This report 
is, therefore, for the third year the Act has been in force. 


The Committee consists of six official and fourteen non-official members. During the 
year finder report, the following gentlemen were members :—

4. Nine meetings of the District Committee were held during the past year, seven mem- 
bers being required to form a quorg:\ Once a quorum was not obtained, and no meeting could 
therefore be held. The Chairman | , | the Vice-Chairman attended at the whole of tbe nine 
meetings. Baboo Mohini Mohun را‎ \cerbutty, Road Cess Deputy Collector, attended eight out 
of the nine: of the other membe .. se Whose attendance was fair were Baboo Khetter Nath 

Bhuttacharjee, the Engineer, and ‘Haboos Ram Dulal Roy and Taruck Chunder Singh, zemin- 
dars, who each attended six meetings; Mr, E. DeLanny and Moonshee Ali Korim, zemindars, each 
attended at five; Baboo Nobin Chunder Sen at four; and Mr. Ridsdale, District Superintendent 
of Police at three. All the above members of the Committee have evinced some interest in the 
working of the department and in the general proceedings ; those who attended at no meetings 
during the year were Baboo Umalochun Mozoomdar (the cause of whose non-attendance was 
the same as noticed in paragraph 4 of last year's report), Raboo Hurrish Chunder Bose 
(whose health has been bad), and Mohamed Gazi Ohowdhury and Ysuf Ali Chowdhury. The non- 
attendance of the two latter can only be ascribed to indifference. The attendance of the mem- 
bers of the various Branch Committees was fair, the results are shown in the appendix No, A. 

5. The total income for the year 1876-77 from the assessment on lañds and houses 
amounéed (with the balance carried over from 1875-76) to Rs. 1,32,774-6-7. The total outlay 
during the year amounted to Rs. 90,655-15-8, leaving a balance for the year 1877-78 of 
Rs. 42,118-6-11. i 

6. Original Works.—Of these the chief (as was also the case last year) were— 

(1). The Brakmunbariah road.—I have this year again to report for the third time excessive 
damage done to the new earthwork on this road by heavy floods (ride paragraph 6 of last year’s 
report on this)., The same mischief was caused as ip 1875 and 1876; the amount of dumage is 
estimated at between Rs. 4,000 and Bs. 6,000. The sum of Rs. 8,583-10 was expended on earth 
work and Rs. 5,483-9 on the bridges of this road, and Rs. 1,403-12-6 on the inspection bunga- 
lows, one at Shunkochail and another at Routohaut. It is expected this road will be open for 
traffic hout its entire length during the present year 1877-78. 

(2.) Kalibasar hill road.—Also an original work. This road is eut through the Lallmye 
range of hills, and, when —— will open up communication with the centre and south-west 
of the district. This roud wili be continued on to Dollye on the west and Kudbah on the south, `

Kusba to Agurtollah road. + This road has not yet been commenced, The plans and 
estimates were doring the year submitted to the Superintending Engineer, but were returned 
by hith during the year for revision and correction by the District Engineer. It is hoped that 

, the road, which is an important one, will be taken in hand during the year.1877-78. 

7. Repairs and Maintenance.—The amount expended on the maintenance and repairg to 
existing roads was Re. 26,725-4-8. This was expended on 159 miles of road and four miles of- 
canal (£hat-of Chandpore), "This canal was. specially noticed in paragraph 8 of last year’s -~ 
report. È — 

8. Village rvads.—A fairly large amount, viz و‎ 18,924-15-5, was expended on village 
roads and water-courses, 75 in number, as compa with Rs, 30,383 last fear on 120 roads 
and water-courses.

From the above it will be seen that all the roads under class II were looked after, and 
that most of tite other classes had some work done on them. The list made under the 
provisions of Sections 66 and 68 of the Act shows roads and canals of the classes II, 1مر111‎ V, V 
and VI. Most of the roads under class IV are mere footpaths from village to village, and, tintil 
we have completed such roads as the Brahmunbariah, Noakholly, and Kalibazar hill road, we 


. cannot do more than keep them as footways. We have kept all the really important lines of 


traffic, such as Nos 1 to 8, and 10, 11, 12, 18 of the list, in thorough good repair. 

10. The establishment during the year under report was very much the same as in 
1875-76. The remarks made by the Commissioner of the division in his report for 1875-76 
did not reach us in time to make any revision for the year under report ;#bpt a considerable 
reduction in the cost of the Engineer’s staff has been made during the cagrent year 1877-78. 
Baboo Khetter Nath Bhuttacharjee, the District Engineer, was in charge throughout the year ; 
he complains that he has not sufficient subordjnates of the class of sub-overseers ; but I do ٥ 
see how we can increase the number of such overseers and also keep down the eost of the 
general staff. The only way would be to reduce the Engineer's own salary, and thus provide for 
more overseers; but lam doubtful whether this would be a moye in the right direction, as 
1 think it is essential to have a good Engineer, : Even as it is, it is extremely difficult to sati 
the requirements of the Superintending Engineer, who returns all plans and estimates whi

15. The Road Cess Bystem has now been in force for three'full years in this district, and it 
may be said to have worled successfully. I hear of none of those complaints about its enforoe- 
ment which wert prophesied would be heard when the law was once enforced. The only hitch I 
know of is, that the landewners do not get in their cess from their tenants quite so readily as 
they ought; but then no more do they get their rent due to them paid regularly, and enforcement 
of payment of both rent and road cess is a matter of cost and difficulty now-a-days, so that a 
somewhat undue proportion of the cost and trouble falls on the landholders, which makes the 
law somewhat unpopular with them. The procedure for the levying of the cess, both b 
Government ion vi zemindars, and by the zemindars from their tenants, might, I think, be 
simplified. A summary decree for cess dos might be made in the Deputy Collector’s office, and 
all pro of any person from whom cess might be due might be made liable to attachment 
and sale ander the procedure laid down in Act VII. (B.C.) of 1868: thus the zemindari of «a 
zemindar might be liable, or the jote of a tenant, as well as any other goods or chattels 

' belonging to them. 

16. Among the subordinate officials Baboo Mohendra Lal Mookerjee, head clerk and 
accountant of the Sudder Office, and Baboo Grish Chander Bhur, overseer, deserve credit for the 
way they worked during the year.

Up to February 1877 
the engineering establishment consisted of only one overseer, another having been appointed in 
Marck following. On the proposal of the Chairman, made in paragraph ll of his jun annual 
report, and withethe approval of the Government of Bengal, the status of the district was raised 
from the second @lass to the first class. There was no office establishment in the Engineering 
Department under the Committee during the year, , From November last an establishment has 
been appointed, and the nomination roll will shortly be submitted for the approval of Govern- 
ment. The road cess establishment, is reported to have discharged its duties satisfactorily, 
while the collection establishment worked hard iu completing the valuation of the distriet, which 
was an extensive and difficult undertaking. 5 

34. With regard to the working of the road cess system and the different establish- 
ment in the district of Mymensingh, I beg to refer you to paragraph 4 of my predecessor’s 
"No. 299R. of the 2nd August 1875. There is nothing new to add. 

4 35. In the district of Tipperah the road cess system, now in force for three years, has 
worked successfully. No complaints about its enforcement are heard of. The only diffieulty 
felt is that the landholders cannot readily realize their share of the cess from their tenants, 
which, owing to the cost and difficulty of enforcing payment, makes the law somewhat unpopu- 
ê with them. Mr. Alexander thinks that the procedure for the levying ðf the cess, both by 

vernment from the zemiııdars and by the zemindars from their tenants, might be simplified 

as follows: “ A summary decree for cess due might be made in the Deputy Collector's office, 

and all property of any person from whom cess is due might be made liable to attachment and 

sale, under the procedure laid down in Act VIL (B.C.) of 1868; thus the zemindari of a 

zemindar might be liable, or the jote of a tenant, as well as any other goods or chattels belong- 
ing to them." . , 

36. Iam afraid that this would'entail rather serious labour on the Deputy Collector, and 

I think it would be a pity in any way to disjoin the payments of cese and rent. 1 should also 

be somewhat afraid'of making a zemindari answerable for the cess. I do not think that any 

serious difficulty has anywhere been found in realizing the Government share by the existing

By an order of the Government of Bombay based on certain proposals for the estab- 
lishment of a Superannuation Fund for the Police Force of the City of Bombay, by the 
Local Government submitted to the Government of India in letter No. 43, dated 16th June 
1857, it was ruled that all policemen belonging to the City Police Force who had served 
the full time for pension in the force should, on being invalided, be admitted to the benefits 
of the Superannuation Fund on paying up their subscriptions for the full time. Unde 
the operation of this rule, service in the Bombay City Police before the establishment of the 
Superannuation Fund counts towards pension under the rules of the Fund on the officers ` 
aying the arrears of subscriptions for the full period of his service in the Police Force. ` 
his privilege applies only to Police Officers whose pensions are determined according to.
